cent at total personal income in the state, which is about the 
currenffc*el. The'nroposal also would torce the state to collect 
no more than that limit and refund any excess money. Only in 


extreme emergencies could the governor lift the spending and- 
coUectinglld. 


The Board of State Canvassers on Aug. 2J approved the 


proposal fur the ballot. But two legislators. Reps. Wijliain Ryan, 
D-Detroit. and Roy Spencer, R-Altka, 'filed suit in an unsuc- 
cessful attempt to Mock the issue from the ballot- They argued 
that petitions circulated on behalf of thf proposition did not 
specify what puritans of the constitution wouM be affected and 
tint the change represented a greater constitutional overhaul 
than was represented. But the appeals court ruled Thursday 
that their claim was without merit. 


Proponents, who collected more than 3M.8W signatures on 


proposal petitions, ctaintit would put the state on a fixed budget 
with no deficit'spending. The state, they contend, could no 


longer force local government to adopt programs unless the 
state paid for them. But Milliken has said it is "bad public 
policy" to put a constitutional cap on what government can 
spend. Adopting a rigid set of rules could force stale govern- 
ment "to turn back (he clock" and hand much of the financial 
burden back to local governments, meaning an increased 
.reliance on local property taxes again, Millikcn said. He also 
has said such constitutional limitation would result in "an 
unpredictable and uncontrollable" shift of the tax burden and a 
, "heavy impact of factors beyond our control."

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Planners Propose River 
Parkway for Twin Cities 


A erosstown parkway through 


the cities of St. Joseph and 
Benton Harbor is being recom- 
mended by the technical com- 
mittee of the Twin Cities Area 
Transportation Study commit- 
tee (TwinCATS). 


The.favored route for the 


proposed parkway — estimated 
at HO million - would follow 
the west bank of the St. Joseph 
river to Radio Island (formerly 
Industrial Island) before cross- 
ing into Benton Harbor, accord- 
ing to John Kowalski, a tech- 
nical committee member*. 


As proposed, Kowalski said, 


the parkway would run from 
I-M near Niks road in St. 
Joseph township to the I-M 
penetntor at East Main street 
hi Benton township.

widened, with more citizens 
having a vcjice in the govern­ 
ment and a wider range of 
talent being taken into higher 
posts.

American, 
Japimese and other Western 
companies

strongly. Labor wages are ris-" 
ing so rapidly, and employment 
increasing so steadily there is 


today the beginning of a labor 
shortage.

Nevertheless 
there 
are 
numbers of people high in the 
Washington 
hierarchy. 
Republicans and IX'mocrats, 
who hold the sacrifice (»f Taiwan 
is nt'cessary to win good will in 
order to protect our flanks 
against Leonid Brezhnev and 
his Russians. 
My own experience in months 
of dealing with the men in 
Yenan who now rule China is 
that their relationship with the 
United Slates will continue so 
long as a Russians arv a threat 
to them, and as much longer as 
it sliits their purposes, and d(K*s 
not depend -on our relblionship 
with Taiwan. 
It is my belief ttnt, as onetime 
acting head of the U.S. (iovern- 
ment mission to Mao’s China, 
that our sacrificc* of a loyal ally 
in Taiwan would Ix* interpreted 
as a sorry test of/)ur weakn(*ss 
and would indicate to Peking we 
would be a weak reed against 
the Russians in time of crisis — 
a paper tiger indeed. 
And there is no doubt of the 
shock waves which would run 
through Thailand, Singap(»re, 
Malaysia and the Philippint>s at

There was nothing at first 
glance unusual about the article 
in the morning’s sports section. 
A year ago at Forest Hills, 
Czech

Navratilova defec*ted to the West 
and took up residence in the 
United States. On the anniver­ 
sary of her defection — shortly 
be^pre she was eliminated from 
the U.S. Open championships — • 
an enterprising reporter inter­ 
viewed her and his acc*ount ran 
in the N.Y. Times under the 
headline, “ Miss Navratilova 
Cries Sqpie a Year After Dt*fec- 
tion.” 
But the word, read th o i^n d s 
of times before in other con­ 
texts, leaped freshly from the 
page with the force of revealed 
meaning; 
Defector. 
Defection. 
To 
defect. 
Used routinely in this and 
other cases, the word suddenly 
focused a garish beam of light 
upon our current circums- 
tant“es. 
Suppose I myself decided to 
take a job in London or Paris, 
and packed up my things and 
moved there. I certainly woul<i 
not be callcHl a defector. I would 
be perhaps, “ an American liv­ 
ing abroad.” 
Thousands of Americans do in 
fat! reside abroad for extended 
periods, sòme even on a per­ 
manent basis. The English lan­ 
guage accommodates .various 
modes of doing so — from 
“traveling” through “expatria­ 
tion” and “emigration.’’Even if 
’ I v»«nt so far as to become a ci­ 
tizen of the French Republic or 
a subject of tite Queen, I would 
hardly be known as a (Sector. 
T.S. Eliot, who though bom in 
St. Uxiis, Mo., became a &1tish 
subject, is not known as “ EUot, 
the famous defector.” From 
J a n ^ Whistler and Henry 
James through Ernest Heming­ 
way and EUi(A, we have an Im- 
poiWit tradition of v m tm and 
artists who lived for extended 


peridBs abroad. We do not call 
them defectors. 
'Rje fact that Martina Navra­ 
tilova is n>utinely called a 
defector implies at least two 
important things: 
It means that her former 
Communist s<K;iety as.serts total 
claims over the individual. For 
ber to travel where she wishes 
or earn a living as she pleases 
constitutes a “ defection” from 
that total control. Behind the 
word defector one senses the 
total repres.sive apparatus of the 
state, including the fences, 
armed towers, check-points and 
so on that are designed to 
prevent any such thing from 
happening. 
Much of this seeps through 
the Navratilova interview. Her 
former team mates were sup­ 
posed to treat her as a non-per­ 
son: 
“They were supposed to be 
quite. Just say hello and fade 
away. But they didn’t. I’m still 
the same person vvho was their 
friend. I’m not a criminal.” 
Or consider this pleasant 
touch from the interviewer: 
“,Even now she doesn’t take 
airplane flights that pass over 
CwTimunist nations for fear of a 
forc^ed landing and forced repa­ 
triation.”

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — San Francisco’s rickety cable 
cars system, for 103 years one of the nation’s most durable 
modes of transportation, is facing a shortage of mechanics 
that may spt*ll sharply curtailed services in a few years for the 
tourist favorite. Only 12 met*hanics now work full time on the 
40 antiquated cars. Most of them are rookies destined for work 
on trolleys and buses. “When they have to wait in line fort‘ver, 
tourists are going to ask why there* aren’t any cars,” says 
(ieorge Muscat, a 13-year veteran under the greasy pits at the 
cabk? car repair barn. “But we just don’t have any young guys 
to train. It’s going to make us l(M»k bad.” 
Stan Northrop, 59, who is nearing retirement as a cable car 
mec-hanic, says, “It’s becoming a lost art. They’re jusrt not 
breaking in any new men,” Northrop says the other 75 or so 
Munici[)al Railway mechanics who keep more than 500 other 
public transit vehicles moving si*em to shun cable car work, 
“They figure it’s too hard, lifting these big wheels.” he said. 
“And we’ve got to get our hands dirty. They don’t hke that, 
either.” 
George Duarte, deputy general manager of the railway, says 
job freezes and et'onomic cutbacks have reduced the numlKT 
of mechanics. He noted that General Manager Curtis Greene 
has pleaded with the Board of Supervisors for more money. 
For now, however, the dozen cable car mechanics are holding 
steady. But Northrop will retire next Jwne. Muscat is 40, as are 
a couple of other mechanics, and the corps of mechanics for 
the entire system is already stretched thin.

Injury Compensation Refused 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — Holiday cheer and*worker’s com[x*n- 
sation don’t mix when you try to get bt'nefits for on-the-job travel 
injuries, the state Court of Appt'als has ruled. The court said travel 
injuries normally can bring compensation where a worker 
receives an identifiable travel allowance and must travel 
frequently from one job site to another. But. the court said Wed­ 
nesday, compensation is not justified when the worker “deviatc*s 
from his employment or normal travel for the purpose of 
drinking.” The appeals court upheld a 1975 state W'(»rkmen’s 
Compensation Appeal Board ruling against Getjrge McNutt, 52, of 
Simthgate, a crane operator for Overhead Conveyor Co. of Fern- 
dale.

The court said McNutt, who received a travel allowance to drive 
to various jobs, was releasi*d from work early on Christmas Eve 
1970. "^e court said he drank at the job site and then drove to two 
bars.

parently swam across the May 
River from Bluffton to reach 
Cram's estate on a 41-acre 
isolated island in the southeas- 
tern corner of South Carolina. 


A third Marine who authori- 


ties said also was believed to be 
.involved was in custody on 
burglary charges. - Officers 
identified him as Sgt. Robert L. 
Nunez, M, of Trinidad, Colo., 
and said he was arrested in a 
car at Blufflon shortly after the 
shooting. 


Ptnckney said one of the dead 


Marines wore a rubber diving 
suit and the other was dressed 
in cut-off fatigues. He said they 
both had knives, one of them a 
Bowie knife which he described 
as "the largest I ever saw." 


Pinckney, who said not all 


details 
were 
immediately 


available, gave the following 
account: 


The two men ,entered the 


modern, three-home complex 
through an open screen door in 
the bedroom of Cram's son, 
Peter. One man wore a stocking 
over his face; the other had a 
pillowcase over Ms head.

him to his parents', bedroom: 


When they reached 
the 


bedroom, one of'the men stood 
in front of feter and the other 
stood behind him with a knife at 
his back.

Cram opened the door, his son 


dropped to the floor, and he 
fired the gun, hitting both 
Marines in the head.

Officers 
identified him as Sgt. Robert L 
Nunez, 34, of Trinidad, Colo., 
and said he was arrested in a 
car at Bluffton shortly after the 
shooting. 
Pinckney said ont; of the dead 
Marines wore a rublxT diving 
suit and the (tther was dressed 
in cut-off fatigues. He said they 
l)oth had knivt*s, one of them a 
Bowie knife which he dt‘scrilx*d 
as “the largest 1 ever saw.”

Farmers Expect Crop Loss 


DFLS MOINES, Iowa (AP) — Sitme Iowa farmers will lose money 
this fall l)ecausi‘ of a rt*duced grain harvest due largely to bad 
summer weather, state agriculture officials say. “ We geared up 
this year for the largest row crop priKluction in history, and now 
we’re looking at least at a $1 billion loss over what we anticipated 
at the bt*ginning of the season,” Thatcher Johnson, deputy Iowa 
secretarS’ of agriculture, said Friday. 
In its September estimate, the Iowa Crop and Livestock 
Reporting Service knocked 100 million bushels off the projt*cted 
corn crop and nearly 13 million bushels from the soybean harvest. 
Earlier, the service had forecast a record torn crop. 


Congress To.Okay Budget 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The House and Senate are expected to 
give final appmval next week to a budget resolution setting federal 
spending at $13 billion more than President Ford had recom­ 
mended. Conferees from the two chaml)ers agreed Friday on the. 
budget nxiasure, vvliich contemplates six'ifding of $413.1 billion f»ir 
the year beginning Oct. 1. Citing expected revenues of $363.5 
billion, the proposed budgi*t contemplatt*s a deficit of $50.6 billion, 
about $3 billion more than Ford’s figure. The President had 
projected spending $.399.9 billion, with revenues of $352.5 billion. 
The additional spt>nding was partly offset by higher estiiruites of 
government revenue, expt^cted to increase under a tax-revision bill 
slated for final action by C«)ngress next week.

All of the 10,000 
residents who once occupied its 2,900 low-income apartments had 
long since moved out. “ 'Fhe concept of a very large, very high- 
density complex filled with k>w-income tenants has been discard­ 
ed,” John G. Roac*h, head of the city’s Community Development 
A^^ency, said in an interview.
